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Maine to Calif.: 89’ 25”

“It’s a well-known fact that people in 
the motorcycle industry are just a little 
loose.”” — Bob Lenk, Dixie Cycle News. 

Thus began a recent article written in 
honor of the author’s chum and editor, 
Don Woods. 

“We have a gentleman that takes the 
cake” — ibid. 

Why would Lenk display such kind 
antagonism towards his comrade? Simple. 
Woods was going to ride from Maine to 
California. On a motorcycle. 

That is, on a_. one-two-five 
Harley-Davidson Rapido. 

In three days. 

The whole thing began like all other 
great modern ideas — over a beer at 
Woods’ and publisher Chuck Clayton, 
daddy of three sisters who look nothing 
alike, decided that 125s never got a fair 
shake and Don wanted to set a record of 
some sort with one. Since Chuck wasn’t 
riding (in fact, he was giving Don a 
week’s vacation to do it, paid), he 
suggested the longest route possible: 
“Start with your rear wheel in the 
Atlantic and finish with your front 
wheel in the Pacific. From Maine to 
California.” Chuck always has liked the 
theatre. 

When Don agreed, the three 
aforementioned sisters got into it. Dixie 
rolled around on the floor in laughter. 
East got pumped up and got Don on the 
telly. West reacted with shock when, on 
Monday, Aug. 9, Woods called. They 
found out it wasn’t a joke. Woods called 
from Albuquerque, New Mexico, and 
said he would be in that night. 

The previous Friday, Don Woods, 
with a little help from his friends, 
pushed off from York Beach in 
Portsmouth, Maine. The bike he was 
riding was a brand new 1972 
Harley-Davidson Rapido. Of course, 
modifications had been made. First, a 
five-gallon tank from an older Sprint 
was added. Then, lower narrower 
handlebars replaced the stock ones. An 
extra set of footpegs were added to 
make a total of three, to relieve physical 
fatigue. A rack for luggage and a touring 
bag for the top of the tank, and he was 
off. 


The official time of departure was 
4:15 EST and 600 miles later he was in 
New York with a loose float bowl. 
Clever Don found that a screw that held 
a brake cable wire loop to the frame fit 
perfectly, for one side. Using three 
slightly larger screws to secure the 
other, he tapped the hole with two of 
them and snugged the other one. 

From then on it was easy truckin’. He 
had figured on paper it could be done in 
72 hours and he was running on 
schedule. Within 24 hours Don made 
Indianapolis. By the second sundown he 
was in Springfield, Missouri. In the first 
day over 1100 miles were covered, a 
good record for a Sportster. 

On he churned, barely capable of 60 
mph under favorable conditions, but 
never missing a beat just the same. In 
figuring his schedule, sleep was all but 
disregarded. Nice country to watch, 
anyway. 

Caring Don finally ran into trouble in 
the form of rain on the beginning of the 
second day. Torrents greeted him 
through Missouri and after a slight 
let-up, thunderous showers wreaked 
havoc upon the entire person while 
sending his bike sliding helter-skelter 
across the busy highway. Welcome to 
Oklahoma. 

That is when he found out that while 
the front tires are all-around good ones, 
Perellis with a K-70-type pattern. The 
rear ones, also Pirellis, were all-around 
bad. They have a big block patten partly 
suitable for the dirt, barely suitable for 
the street and completely unsuitable for 
the rain. 
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As he left the rain and entered the 
Texas Panhandle, the bike finally 
started showing its lack of appreciation 
for the whole ordeal; it slowed. By the 
time he hit New Mexico the machine 
was barely capable of 40. Drowsy Don 
hadn’t realized he had been climbing for 
some time and the jetting was rich. He 
visited a friendly Harley shop at 7:30 
that morning, was surprised to find 
everybody there, and asked for some 
assistance. 

“You're a mile up, here, and you’re 
going to be that way until you get out 
of Arizona. We can re-jet you here but 
you'll have to change it back later on.” 
As a compromise, the air cleaner was 
taken off, Don made the 
aforementioned phone call to his pals in 
the West, creating all sorts of 
excitement in the process. 

Long about Clovis, N. M., Don picked 
up the Mysterious Benevolent Sportster 
Rider, a soft-spoken adventuresome 
motorcyclist whom Don credits with 
saving his ride, if not his life. It wasn’t 
long before Drivin’ Don began 
experiencing the first real problems; the 
electrics were shorting and it was getting 
dark. 

At 8:30 pm PDT Don Woods placed a 
collect phone call to the Culp’s 
residence announcing that he was 
officially broken ‘down with lighting 
failure — he had received a citation in 
Arizona for driving without lights — but 
was going to try to make it to the 
border town of Needles, Calif.. 

“Where are you now?” asked Tom. 

-“Ah don’t know. Somewhere in the 
middle of the desert. In Arizona. I’m 
really quite tired, Tom.” 

Culp and three other staffers hopped

News van and sped into the warm 
summer night. In less than five hours 
they arrived in Needles. It was 1 a.m. 
and 95 degrees, in the shade. Don 
Woods was nowhere to be found. Many 
miles were driven hunting the weary 
motorcyclist. Exhausted, they just 
waited. 

At dawn, the trusty van again 
rumbled to life as a last-ditch attempt to 
find Don Woods took shape. 

Suddenly the sharp-eyed driver 
caught a glimpse of two cyclists heading 
for the West. Quickly, the stout van was 
reversed and, several miles later, 
overcame the cyclists. 

Don Woods was slumped in the 
saddle of the Harley, his face bloated 
with fatigue. When he spotted the van 
next to him, he couldn’t read the letters 
painted on the side. But he knew who 
his visitors were and he brightened 
considerably. 

It was about 15 miles to the 
California border. Using the van as a 
windbreak, Don and his buddy rode 
steadily, counting off the miles as the 
signs teased them. 

As he crossed the Colorado River, the 
border line, Woods raised both arms in 
the air as if making a giant “V”. Two 
miles down the highway was the 
agricultural inspection station. Don 
tucked in and passed the van to be the 
first one there. An inspector asked him 
if he was carrying any fruit’ and Don 
shook his head and pulled over next to 
the parked van. 

“Are you going to go all the way?” 
asked Tom. 

“No, I can’t. The bike won’t go. It 
will take me all day and I can’t see.” 

He had made it to California in 89 
hours and 25 minutes, a record for a 
small bike, Don hardly regrets that 
he didn’t go all the way to the Pacific. 
He went from Maine to California in a 
new record time, on a 125. That makes 
him one of the finest men in the 
industry. You have to trust motorcycles 
a lot to do that.

“Tm afraid I’m not a very good 
person to interview.” 

Dick Mann is not being modest; he is 
stating a fact. 

Any professional rider worth a 
tear-off is certainly worth something 
more than a where-were-you-born- 
what-was-y our-first-bike interview. 
Mann is many steps further. A 
professional racer has his own 
philosphies of winning, machine 
preparation, mental preparation, and 
the like, and most would be happy to 
tell an interested party who could 
appreciate it. Mann doesn’t wich to be 
rude to the press, fans, or young racers 
but he can’t open up like others. Mann 
is too intense an individual. Those who 
would get him to open up are likely to 
be shaken at their foundations should 
they feel the gravity of his words. Or 
worse, they wouldn’t understand, and 
much time would be wasted. 

After several unsuccessful calls I 
finally met him at Seattle International 
Raceway, site of this year’s Kent 
100-mile Road Race National. It was 
Saturday and the yawning riders and 


not-yet-unloaded vans gave the only 
clue as to the hour; the sun was 
obscured by some clouds dressed in 
business suits. 

Cal Rayborn had just told me, no, I 
haven’t seen Bugs but he’s always hard 
to find, (that’s what everybody says) 
when, lo and behold. 

Mann walked towards us in short 
steps. With his hands thrust deeply into 
his pants pockets he affected a slight 
waddle, his tennis shoes adding to the 
effect. 

He greeted all of his chums in a low, 
slightly hoarse voice. In the rare 
occasion when Mann raises his voice, it 
still sounds low. 

I finally worked up the courage to 
introduce myself, and did so almost 
apologetically. He said he had tried to 
return my call and then proceeded to 
try to talk me out of the interview. He 
was doing it for my own good. 

“Most of what the papers print just 
isn’t true. I read about something I did 
at Daytona and I can’t believe the guy 
was at the same race. I guess the writer 
has his mind made up what happened

AN EVENING WITH:

Telephone conversation between a 
racing buddy and myself — 

Him: “Whatcha been doing lately?” 

Me: “Well, last night I interviewed 
Gene Cannady for the newspaper.” 

Him: “Kennedy, he’s the cop that 
races down in Baja, righ t?” 

‘Well ....Y eah. Though there’s nothing 
really wrong with that description; it 
does fall just a bit short. But it is about 
all most motorcyclists know about Gene 
Cannady. As a journalist, I knew a little 
bit more as of a week ago, but not 
much. 

I knew for example, that Cannady 
and his riding partner, Max Switzer, 
finished second overall on a 125 DKW 
in the Baja 500 in the bike division. 
That’s pretty phenomenal. It wasn’t too 
many years ago that a 125 was 
considered a toy. I knew that Cannady 
won his class both days at the Elsinore 
Grand Prix, finishing 2nd and 5th 
overall against hundreds of bikes that 
were anywhere from two to six times as 
large as his. I knew of some other 
outstanding victories, I knew that he 
was sponsored by Hercules and that he 
was employed by the LAPD. That was 
it. 

He was a mysterious giant killer and 
it seemed to me that Cycle News readers 
would like to meet a giant killer, so 
Icalled him up and asked for an 
interview, setting a date about a week 
away. During that week, Gene Cannady 
was chosen as a member of the U.S. 
ISDT Trophy team. This is about the 
highest honor that can be paid an 
American motorcyclist. 

“I was overwhelmed!” I called 
Preston (Petty) and asked him if we 
couldn’t trade places. I didn’t feel I was 
worthy of that honor.” That was Gene’s 
reaction to news that he was on the 
Trophy Team. We were sitting in the 
living room of his modest Canoga Park 
home. As an interviewer, I was faced 
with the impossible and monumentally 
egocentric job of trying to get to know 
someone well in the space of two hours 
under strained circumstances. Some 
times the interviewee’s home gives some 
clues, in the books he displays or 
trophies he has most‘prominent. But the 
living room we were in could have been 
rented intact from Abbey Rents. There 
were no trophies, no souvenirs of 
Gene’s profession, few books, not even 
any toys, a few magazines in arack by the 
sofa, a tv, two chairs, that was just 
about it. 

Gene: Earnest blue eyes, fair skin, 
slender and sinewy, a habit of looking 
embarrassed through a boyish grin that 
would not admit his 30 years. He looks 
so healthy that you get a guilt complex 
just being around him. If you like to 
guess people’s occupations, you’d 
probably peg Gene as a ski instructor, a 
life guard or some other fun-in-the-sun 
type. Only his shorter-than-fashionable 
hair might give you second thoughts. 

“How do you like the idea of riding a 
Penton in the Six Days?” I asked. 1 

Gene didn’t respond directly, “Well, 
Im going to get one to try out in a 
week,” he said. 

“Better watch out,” I said kidding 
him, “Those Pentons really handle in 
woods-type stuff. You might get to like 
it better than your Sachs!” Gene didn’t 
say anything but his look implied that I 
was crazy as hell on a windy morning. 
“What’s Hercules think about your 
riding a Penton in the Six Days?” 

“Well, when the thing first came up, I 
asked Ted Lapadakis if he was planning 
to send a team over to the trials and he 
said, ‘No’. Then when the AMA offered 
me a position on the team, I asked Ted 
about it and he said to go ahead, if I 
wanted to. He was very cooperative.” 

“At least this year it won’t cost you 
anything.” I said. Many trials 
contestants through the years have 
almost gone broke competing. 

“Thats what I thought. I read 
somewhere that John Penton was going 
to pay the Trophy Team’s expenses, but 
it isn’t so. The A.M.A. is buying my 
plane ticket and has made reservations 
for me on the Isle of Man, but I have to 
pay my own hotel bill and living 
expenses.” 

I asked Gene if he had much 
experience riding in mud and such. “No, 
there’s not much chance to ride in mud 
around here,” but then he added with 
all kinds of confidence and optimism, 
“but I'll have a week to practice when I 
get over there.” If you’re tempted to 
dismiss that as pure bravado, don’t. Last 
year Gene won a Silver medal at the 


» 


very tough Spanish ISDT. He lost two 
points the first day, and none from 
there on out. The weather conditions 
took in everything from heat to fog to 
rain to snow. 

Most of the riders who are involved in 
the ISDT and especially those on the 
Trophy Team are somehow 
professionally involved with 
motorcycling. Some race for a living, or 
own shops, others work for the 
distributors. In a few countries, the 
riders are state-supported and their job 
is simply to win the ISDT or die trying. 
Gene Cannady is the exception. He is a 
polic officer who works for the LAPD 
as a detective. To attend races in Baja 
and ISDT events Gene juggles his time 
off with other officers and uses his 
vacation. Until recently motorcycle 
competition was frowned upon by the 
department and even now it’s not 
exactly encouraged according to Gene. 
“I don’t miss any work if I can possibly 
avoid it,” he says, “One time I broke 
my toe. I still managed to get into work 
on Monday, but I didn’t move away 
from my desk for three solid days!” 

The LAPD now has a motorcycle 
club of its own, composed of about 2/3 
dirt riders and 1/3 road riders. Its name 
is a godawful pun, The Badgers. 
Whether this refers to an animal, a 
predilection, an ornament or an 
antisocial game is not completely clear. 
Gene notes with obvious glee that the 
LAPD now has two members who quit a 
neighboring force just so they could join 
the Badgers (and 
LAPD). 

Gene has 10 years on the force and 
does not intend to give it up for 
motorcycling, no matter what his 
fotunes are on the track. Even though 
he is very, very good at it, motorcycling 
is still his hobby. 

Gene doesn’t like his job interfering 
with his hobby any more then the 
reverse and as he puts it, “I don’t 
advertise.” 


There are several areas where 
motorcycling and the law might 
violently cross paths and I asked Gene 
about one of them, the rather 


widespread problem of -professional 
athletes juggling their metabolism with 
pharmaceutical products. (That’s 
popping pills before the Main). 

Gene ducked. He had raced for a year 
and a half at Ascot on TT nights. “Gee, 
I. never noticed anything like that at 
Ascot. Maybe I’m just naive,” he said 
wide-eyed and all Kansas. Many things 
he might be, but after 10 years with the 
LAPD, naive he’s not. More candidly he 
said, “When I go to the races, I don’t 
wear my blue suit.” 

Of course a police officer cannot 
completely “leave his blue suit home” 
any more than a doctor, an actor or a 
politician can leave his profession at 
home when he goes out to play. That’s 


‘one of the disadvantages of those types 


of jobs. 
As a consequence of this situation 


incidentally, the: 


you have an “inner society” developed 
where policemen socially only associate 
with other policemen, which in turn 
might sociologically explain many of 
the police-citizen conflicts. Cannady, 
because he’s such a damn good racer is 
partially out of this pattern, but but not 
completely. He is more or less forced to 
associate with quite a number of 
non-police types (sponsors, other racers, 
team members and so on) but when he 
rides a race where he isn’t sponsored 
(such as the Adelanto 200) he teams 
with a brother officer, Tom Garner. 
This in spite of the fact that he is up 
against teams like Mike Patrick and Phil 
Bowers, and Eric Jensen and Steve 
Hurd. Tom is, at best, a talented novice. 

Gene did offer one comment that had 
the unmistakable ring of sincerity: 
“Sometimes I arrest people. I like to 
catch motorcycle thieves.” 

Since talking about his job was 
hopeless — he was putting me on so 
badly it was embarrassing — I beat a- 
hasty retreat back into the subject of 
bikes. Gene at once became the cool 
and careful professional. 

We went out into the garage to look 
at this machinery. He has three bikes, a 
long-distance racing DKW with a huge 
gas tank and a six speed gear box, a 
fairly stock Motocross model DKW and 
a Yamaha play bike. The long distance 
bike had a filler spout welded onto the 
gas tank that was a full three inches 
high. I asked Gene about it. He 
explained that it was designed to allow 
them to fill the gas tank without 
removing the tank top tool bag. In last 
year’s Baja 1000 they had dropped a 
socket into the tank while fooling with 
the bag and it had cost them the race. 
The socket broke. the> filter, and 
eventually shut off the fuel. Even 
though it was a one-in-a-million shot, 
Gene wasn’t taking any chances on it 
happening again. x

Gene’s motocross bike is fitted with a 
pumper carb and naturally I was 
interested in what kind of success he 
was having with it. “It adds 5 to 10 mph 
to the top speed without doing anything 
else at all,” Gene said enthusiastically. I 
asked about some of the problems that I 
knew that exist with pumpers and Gene 
patiently explained how they had solved 
each of them. I must have still looked a 
little skeptical, because after a moment 
Gene added, “Well, I guess we’re not 
really that sold on them because we’re 
not taking it down to Baja.” 

Cannady’s Yamaha is almost more 
Webco than Yamaha. He’s got light 
fenders, light gas tank and all sorts of 
goodies on it. But in spite of everything 
Gene says it just doesn’t begin to handle 
as well as his DKW. “And let’s face it,” 
Gene says, “Handling is weight and the 
Yamaha is heavy.” Gene rides the 
Yamaha occasionally because he gets 
tired of always riding a small bike. 

There’s a chance that next year Ted 
Lapadakis will put him on 4 175 Puch, 
which would help. “For some reason, 
people never pay as much attention to 
the small bikes as they do to the large 
ones, even when the small ones are 
going just as fast!” 

In another month Gene Cannady, 
hobbyist, will attempt to do what most 
of the motorcycling professionals could 
not do: win a Gold Medal in the ISDT. 
To prepare for it he will do some 
running every day, ride motocross on 
the weekends and spend the evenings 
learning the new bike. All in addition to 
his regular job. When he gets back from 
Europe he might relax a bit by taking 
his wife, Lynn, skiing for a week. That 
is if he can get any more time off from 
work. 

If you see Cannady out racing 
somewhere in the next month, wish him 
some luck and bid him well. He’s got a 
big job ahead. 
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RESOLUTION NEEDED 

I thought that your readers would be 
interested in the enclosed resolution 
submitted by Senator Ralph Dills of 
Gardena. 

This Resolution contains many of the 
facts I presented to him a few weeks ago 
regarding the background and current 
situation involving mile track racing in 
California on a state owned facility, 
built and maintained by taxpayers of 
the state. 

It has become quite obvious that a 
few, a very few, people are in control of 
the new state grounds known as “The 
Cal-Expo”, which is the new state 
fairgrounds that replaced the old 
grounds that was the site of yearly 
national mile events from 1959 through 
and including 1970. 

The “Cal-Expo” has been in debt and 
a money losing proposition since the 
day it was first opened. We have, in 
writing, statements to the effect that 
the mile can only be used by horses and 
horse owners at this time. This situation 
will remain this way until something is 
done about it. 

Senator Dills is not pro-motorcycle or 
pro-horse. He is an advocate of the fact 
that the state facilities should be 
available to all on a reasonable, business 
like basis. 

From 1959 through 1970 the 
national cycle race drew the largest 
single day crowds into the grandstands. 
Yet, there was no Fair or any other 
factors to help draw people — just the 
race itself. 

The event proved itself. Trackside 
betting at the old grounds and also at 
the new facility has yet to draw 
anywhere near the total amount of 
people that pay to see the annual 
national cycle races each year. 

The Resolution by Senator Dills is 
just that. It is not a law but a direction 
for guidance that should be followed, A 
Resolution of this type was passed a few 
years ago involving the old Fairgrounds 
and the cycle situation. 

At the present time there is not a 
single mile track national west of the 
Mississippi river. Sacramento mile racing 
rapidly developed, over the years, into 
the finest mile track event in America. 

Now we have at least one Senator 
with enough guts to stand up for the 
cyclist and buck the powerful horse 
lobby and combine that has existed for 
years in California. 

The Del Mar mile, located between 
Los Angeles and San Diego, is also 
owned by the state. This track and 
facility also has a long history of “Red 
Ink” and was purchased by the state 
after many private owners gave up 
trying to make money at that location, 

All readers may not be followers of 
professional cycle racing but if you are 
interested in seeing an elected official 
stand up for at least one aspect of 
motorcycling I suggest that you write 
and let him know how you feel. I would 
also suggest you write to your own area 
elected officials and send along the 
resolution and ask them what their 
stand is on the matter. At least we now 
have one major politician in the state 
backing some form of motorcycling. 
Gardena area voters should remember 
this fact at the next election — I know I

Whereas, This event ultimately became an 
outstanding annual affair, and each year the 
crowds were larger than the preceding year, 
and during the last four years of the event, 
there were standing-room-only crowds, of

12-year history did a single major injury or 
fatality occur, nor was any property damaged, 
nor was a single arrest made for any infraction 
on the part of any spectator; and 

Whereas, The old State Fair grounds have 
been closed, and thus the annual racing event 
can no longer be held at the race track of the 
old State Fair; and 

Whereas, Cal-Expo contains a grandstand 
and horseracing track which can be converted 
to accommodate motorcycle racing, and 

Whereas, Horseracing is only conducted a 
a days each year at the Cal-Expo racetrack; 
ani 

Whereas, State-owned facilities such as 
Cal-Expo were built for all the people of 


California and should be available for the use 
of all Californians, including legitimate 
businessmen and groups; and 

Whereas, Within California, there are five 
major motorcycle distributors, which account 
for over 90 percent of all motorcycles sold in 
the United State; and 

Whereas, California is considered the heart 
of the motorcycle industry in the United 
States, and the tax dollars brought into this 
state by the various motorcycle and related 
companies is increasing every day; and 

Whereas, Cal-Expo is not self-supporting 
and each year General Fund subsidies are 
needed to finance operations; and 

Whereas, Funds received by additional use 
of Cal-Expo for motorcycle racing will be of 
profit to the State of California and will help 
to increase the attraction of Cal-Expo; now, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Senate of the State of 
California, the Assembly thereof concurring, 
That the members request that the California 
Expostion and Fair Executive Committee 
make the facilities known as Cal-Expo 
available to more segments of the public by 
allowing motorcycle racing on the one-mile 
track at Cal-Expo; and be it further 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Senate 
transmit a copy of this resolution to each 
member of the California Exposition and Fair 
Executive Committee.

enough points at Glasgow. 

Mind you, I should have been 
forewarned with my escapades of the 
two previous evenings. At Poole, in a big 
individual event two nights earlier, I had 
what for me was a rare fall. It might 
have cost me victory in the meeting but 
at least I wasn’t hurt.and the 11 points I 
scored were enough to give me third 
place. 

The following night, 24 hours before 
the big one at Glasgow, I was riding at 
Sheffield. I had my two bikes that were 
going to be used in the Nordic British 
Final and, unbelievably, I had troubles 
with both of them. My number one 
bike, in particular, was going sweetly 
until it gave out on me. 

We spent plenty of time in the next 
few hours getting one of the bikes ready 
to ride at Glasgow. 

But after two rides, when I had been 
forced to meet most of the top riders in 
the meeting, I had scored only one 
point and the bike just wasn’t going like 
it should. 

Such is the comradeship of speedway 
riders that Ole Olsen had no hesitation 
in letting me use his number two bike 
for my third ride. I had just gone past 
Tony Lomas when the bike reared up — 
I though I had caught a ridge — and I 
ended up in a heap by the wooden 
safety fence. 

As I walked away somebody pointed 
out that my steel shoe had split in half. 
But, I’m not really sure whether that 
happened before or after the pile-up. 

I was very upset because in the crash 
Ole’s bike had taken a nasty pounding 
and he couldn’t possibly have ridden it 
had he had any trouble with his number 
one bike. 

So there I was with one point from 
three rides and my World Championship 
hopes all but dashed. But help came my 


way again, this time from Ivan Mauger 
who loaned me his second machine. 

I went out and won both my rides on 
this bike to give me my seven points and 
I began to feel a little more hopeful. 

There were quite a few of the lads 
around the six and seven point mark. 
Two of them were Ronnie Moore and 
Lomas who had six and seven points 
respectively from their first four rides. 
But, in a remarkable affair with riders 
falling off and being excluded for tape 
breaking, the going was made a little 
easier for Ronnie and Tony and they 
got the points to take them through. 


Then, there was Eric Boocock, who 
had scored six points from his first four 
rides. In his last race he was out against 
Mauger and Olsen so if you went by the 
form book it meant that Eric should get 


one point for finishing third and that, 


would have put him level with me. 

What happened? Eric goes and beats 
both Ivan and Ole to get a win and three 
points! 

I tell you it just wasn’t my night. 

Among the other riders eliminated 
were my Swindon teammate Martin 
Ashby and England Internationals Bob 
Kilby and Dave Younghusband. The 
remarkable thing with Dave was that he 
went out the following evening to score 
18 points to help England beat the 
might of Sweden in an international at 
Halifax. 

The plucky Bert Harkins also got 
knocked out. Haggis was riding with a 
broken collarbone heavily strapped and 
he had a pain killing injection to help 
him through the meeting. Considering 
everything he rode really well, but in his 
last ride Bert clashed with Ray Wilson 
and aggravated his injury. 

It might seem a little strange that my 
preparation for riding in a big meeting 


like the Nordic-British Final was to ride 
in meetings on the two previous 
evenings. But I don’t think that’s wrong 
for I’m a professional motorcyclist who 
earns a living from speedway as much as 
anything else. If I’m asked to ride 
before a World Championship meeting I 
accept it as part of my job. Anyway, I 
never have believe in nursing myself 
before a big meeting. 

The only thing I crib about is the 
method of World Championship 
qualification. So far we have had three 


qualifying rounds, a British Zone 
semi-final, a British Final and a 
Nordic-British Final. 

Apart from three Danes and a 


Norwegian in this last meeting, we have 
been meeting the same riders every 
round and you just have to go on 
proving yourself against the same people 
in every meeting. I’ve been of the 
opinion that the World Championships 
system is in need of revision for many 


years so that opinion wasn’t just 
brought about by my failure at 
Glasgow. 


This Nordic-British Final seems to be 
my bogey round. Three years ago I was 
eliminated at the same stage when the 
meeting was held at West Ham. On that 
occasion sickness to two of the riders 
enabled me to take my place in the 
European Final and I went on to reach 
the World Final and finish second. 

So, while I wouldn’t wish illness or 
injury on any of the lads who have 
qualified it does show that I might still 
be needed when the big night comes to 
Wembley. 


ADDITIONAL SUSPENSIONS 
COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 10, 1971 — AMA 
Director of Professional Racing Bill 
Boyce announced today that three 
professional motorcycle racers have 
been suspended from AMA competition 
for 15 days for filing falsified medical 
forms with their application for 1971 
licenses. 

The three include Thomas D. 
Rockwood of Gardena, Calif., Tim L. 
Rockwood of Gardena, and David 
Robert Smith of Lakewood, Calif. Each 
has been -suspended for 15 days 
effective Aug. 9, a punishment 
following precedent established in 
earlier like cases. 


Speedway Racing's Best-Kept Secret 


It’s no secret that speedway racing is 
rapidly branching out. The super-slidey 
500cc fuel-burners run every Friday 
night at both Costa Mesa and 
Sacramento, on Tuesdays at Ventura 
County Fairgrounds (absence of rodeos 
and horse shows permitting), and to 
ever-growing crowds on Wednesdays at 
Bakersfield. There have even been spot 
shows as far away as Reno, Nev., on 
Thursdays. Still other tracks are in the 
offing. 

Optimistic as this growth appears on 
the surface, though, only a relatively 
few top-running Division I riders are 
taking home the big loot. 

For example, the winner of the 
Handicap Main Event at Costa Mesa can 
win in the vicinity of $200, including 
overage (which goes to Division I Main 
Eventers only and is figured on a basis 
of 30% of the gate after certain 
expenses). By contrast, the winner of 
the Division II] Main Event pockets a 
whopping $15. And non-Main Event 
Division II and III riders receive a flat 
$5 no matter where they finish. One 
and all pay $3 to enter. 

Naturally, crowd-pleasing 
front-runners such as Rick Woods, 
Sonny Nutter, Mike Konle and Bill 
Cody deserve every penny they receive 
for putting on a show that draws over 
5000 people back week after week. 
Speedway Racing Association members 
themselves voted that payoff should 
take the form it does. But moving up to 
Division I status is where the rub comes 
in. 

Only when top-ranked riders are 
injured or suffer prolonged slumps does 
a spot usually open for the consistently 
rapid Division II rider. So, other than 
hoping that a fellow competitor hurts 
himself, about the only recourse open 
to a Division I hopeful is to become so 
proficient that his ability is glaringly 
obvious — then he moves up. 

Here’s where things start getting 
sticky. A Division I rider may race as 
many as six Handicap and Scratch heats, 
Semis and Mains a night for a possible 
24 laps of heavy-duty competition. All 
this activity, plus an occasional Feature 
Match Race, makes for gains in both 
skill and confidence. 

But with the over abundance of 
riders and the limited starting berths

available to the lesser lights, a total of 
18 Division II riders comprise three 
four-lap heats at Costa Mesa. Only the 
first two men transfer from each heat to 
their Main Event, and just the six Main 
Eventers are eligible to be on the 
program the following week. So 12 
riders have gone four laps, six riders 
have gone eight laps, and only six 
finalists can hope for another whack at 
it next time out. Even worse, the 12 
Division III beginners have only gotten 
in four laps apiece. 

Since the pre-arranged program 
allows no practice or qualifying before 
the races, the only most important 
factor toward improving the 
up-and-comers is missing — a chance to 
get in some laps. 

Now to the secret stuff we hinted at 
earlier. Only an item in Cycle News’ 
Calendar and further spreading of the 
word from rider to rider has 
accompanied running of Division II and 
Ill races the past few Saturday nights at 
Trojan Speedway in South Gate. 
Spectators were mostly wives, friends 
and neighbors of the racers, so crowd 
attendance wasn’t exactly of the 
turnaway variety. Sometimes the 
program got a little fouled up, too. 

Still, it was a start. And not only 
were the riders able to run on a track 
about twice the size of Costa Mesa, they 
were able to practice beforehand and 
then race in as many as five events. The 
payoff on race night wasn’t so hot, but 
the experience was worth it. This had 
already been proven in the few weeks 
the shows had been running. 

Take Joe Fitzpatrick, for example, A 
middle-of-the-pack Division II rider last 
year, Joe made the Trojan scene every 
week and when his Division I chance 
finally came at Costa Mesa recently, he 
was ready. His first time out with the 
“big guns” Joe scored a clean sweep — 
Handicap heat, Semi and Main — against 
the likes of Steve Bast, Mike Konle, Jim 
Gresham and Billy Gray...to name a 
few. 

Speaking of Billy Gray, he was 
another Trojan regular who’s been 
putting all the practice time under his 
wheels he can, and is now finding 
himself in the Division I winner’s circle 
with increasing regularity. 

. These aren’t-the only improved riders

by a long shot. Good racing abounds 
each week, with progress being made by 
scores of promising speedway 
exponents. 

The overall picture takes on even 
more long-range significance in light of 
the AMA’s affiliation with the FIM and 
its avowed intention of sanctioning 
speedway events. Recently, SRA and 
AMA officials met ona friendly basis to 
discuss mutual plans for the future. 

Unfortunately, the machines 
preferred by most riders — Czech-built 
Jawa/Eso four-stroke singles — are 
manufactured in limited quantity, about 
500 a year for the entire world. Even 
good-running JAP’s are hard to come 
by. So it will be a while before 
speedway can become a true national 
and, hopefully, international facet of 
U.S. motorcycle racing. 

Now, though, one-shot shows like the 
AMA’s short track events at Madison 
Square Garden, the Houston Astrodome 
and other likely indoor arenas aren’t 
beyond the realm of possibility for 
speedway. Tracks the size of Ascot’s 
quarter-mile would be better yet from a 
rider’s standpoint. As much exposure as 
possible is what counts. And what 
counts even more is the development of 
skillful, trackwise competitors, which 
can only come about through giving 
each and every one of them a chance to 
ride with regularity. 

One practice track isn’t the 
answer...it’s only the beginning. But it’s 
not hard to envision the eventual AMA 
sanctioning of Division II and II races 
such as their current Novice/Junior 
events. 

Meanwhile, we wish we could invite 
you to offer your support by attending 
the Saturday night shows at Trojan. Too 
bad that economic difficulties has 
suddenly brought a streaking halt to 
those proceedings, and many riders are 
back to racing approximately one 
minute per meeting at other tracks...if 
they are lucky (only encouraging news 
is Saddleback Park’s current 
construction of a facility strictly for 
speedway practice). 

Though the running of Trojan race 
programs may have been little more 
than a rumor, at least the secret’s out 
now that a critical problem does exist.

Checkpoints’ Owlhoot

FOUR CORNERS, CAL., Aug. 15, 
1971 — Sometimes logic leads people 
down strange paths. Anyone knows that 
no normal, sane individual wants to ride 
in the desert in the middle of August 
when the temperature’s a blistering 112 
degrees, right? But at night the 
temperature drops to a relatively cool 
75 degrees. So throw events at night 
when it’s cool. What could be more 
logical? Do I hear someone in the 
background snivelling softly, “But you 
can’t see anything at night!” Well, that’s 
true. But in most desert events it’s so 
dusty you can’t see anyway, right? So 
just throw a good, dusty event — only at 
night — and it’ll be just like always, 
except cool. Strictly logical. 

With the logic established beyond 
reasonable doubt, desert riders simply 
made the moral choice and accepted 
night events as the new catagorical 








imperative. To date there have been two 
night enduros. Last night was the 
Checkpoint’s Owlhoot Enduro which 
was first in several respects. It was the 
first enduro to advertise that it was 
offering District 37 enduro points and it 
was the first to take the timekeeping 
part of the night time enduro riding 
seriously. They used odd-valued 
schedule speeds like 28 mph and 14 
mph to make sure that the winner was 
really an enduro rider. 

The course layout was two loops ina 
figure 8 with the pits in the center 
which is easy on pit crews. The first 
loop was almost all dirt road and, from 
a terrain standpoint, dead easy. To add 
zest, the schedule speeds were brisk, 24 
and 30 mph. To maintain a 30 mph 
average, you have to travel a good part 
of the time at speeds around 45 mph. If 
you fall behind a bit with a fouled plug, 
it’s a 60 mph proposition almost 
immediately to catch up. In the night 


his Harley teammate and arch rival 
Terry Clark. Coris Brooks was third on a 
Hodaka. First Amateur went to the kid 
with the hairy helmet and fast Hodaka, 
Lucky Merritt. 

Now the big ones were on the line 
and the word was out that the course 
was really chopped up; big sand holes all 
over the place which makes for lots of 
end swapping and fast endo’s. All the 
Combined 125-250 Amateur/Experts 
got off in good shape after the drop of 
the banner, and the leader at the smoke 
bomb riding the course like it was Ascot 
motocross was Jeff Wright on a new 250 
Rickman. Right on his tail was the top 
250 rider of the season, Larry 
Pfutzenreuter, on a new Bultaco, so 
now the battle was on. 

Pfutz has not been second to the 
bomb for a long time and he was hot 
after Wright. They went up into the 
tight twisty section and Pfutz was able 
to find the fast trail and straighten the 
curves out a little and catch Wright just 
before the fast fire road. Pfutz got on 
the fire road first and turned it on, 
giving Wright the dust to eat and moving 
out to a good lead which he held 
coming through the pits. Wright was 
second, and Jim Brown was third. 

Wright and Brown had mechanial 
trouble after that and had to pull into 
the pits and Pfutz just kept it on and 
pulled in for another good win. Lloyd 
Joines, moved up from about sixth spot 
to second and Tom Poteet moved into 
third on his Rickman. It’s good to see 
Tom put it all together again after his 
bad crash of two months ago. Brooks 
took first 125 on a Carabela. 

The Open Amateur/Experts were the 
last race of the day, and Rich 
Thorwaldson took command right away 
on his Suzuki, coming through the pits 
like a half-miler. Second man through 
was a bit of a surprise being our 100cc 
champ, Mitch Mayes, now on a big 
400cc Husky, giving Rich a good run for 
his money. Rick kept it turned up and 
came in with about a mile lead over our 


young Mitch Mayes who took first 
Amateur. Art Knapp caught Tom Muto 
on the last lap and came in third 
followed closely by Muto, both on 
Huskies. Dick Breker was next in. 

The Dirt Diggers did a good job and 
were one of the very few clubs that have 
ever been able to give us the results after 
the race, Usually we have to do the best 
we can at the finish line, but the Dirt 
Diggers know where it’s at.

when it’s dusty, schedule speeds that 
high can become, as Dave Evans put it, 
“suicidal.” And it was dusty. Al Fox, 
who’s ridden quite a few events since his 
migration from England a few years 
back, saidit was the dustiest event he’s 
ridden. Myself? Well, I’ve been riding 
desert races for the past few weeks so 
this enduro didn’t seem all that 
dangerous or dusty to me. Depends on 
your perspective. If you’re in a cage 
with two tigers and someone takes one 
away, you feel safer, don’t you? 

The second loop maintained the high 
schedule speeds but added a bit more 
difficult terrain. They threw in some 
broken desert with the kind of small 
hills or big whoop-de-doos, take your 
choice, that are particularly thrilling at 
night. As you crest one of these things, 
your headlight points straight out into 
space and you drop into what seems like 
a black pit. A couple miles of these can 
turn you into a fatalist or a nervous 
wreck real quick. 

Four Corners is justly famous for the 
world’s deepest sandwashes and we had 
the privilege of traversing one of its 
better specimens at 18 mph. You guys 
on Triumphs and 400 Huskies probably 
don’t even remember that wash, but if 
you had any trailbike-riding friends, ask 
them about it. Chances are pretty good 
that you'll have to go, back to the 
sandwash to ask him because he’s 
probably still there, with his engine 
screaming at 12,000 rpm in first, unable 
to pull second, throwing sand all over 
creation and not moving an inch. 
Forever. 


Winding up loop 2 was a quick run. 


down 12.4 miles of powerline road. The 


“ road was fairly rough and it did a slalom 


around the poles. Here I must agree 
with Dave Evans that it was a bit 


-~ dangerous. In the dust, with our rather 


meager lights, the poles themselves were 
often almost invisible which is quite 
exciting. There’s just nothing like the 
thrill of doing a feet-up crossed-up 
broadslide through a turn and suddenly 
seeing a powerline pole loom up out of 
the night — about a foot from your 
handlebar. But some of those poles had 
guy wires and with those guy wires the 
situation became more than exciting. I 
doubt if I was the only rider who feared 
becoming a split personality on that 
road... 





This enduro was technically very well 
done. The mileages seemed as close to 
spot-on as any I’ve seen in a long time. 
Everytime I had a chance to check, their 
mileage was within a couple of tenths of 
my own which is phenomenal. Their 
time keeping seemed very accurate, too. 
No one that I talked to seemed to have 
any gripes at all about timing or 
measurement. Marking was good overall, 
but for nighttime course marking, I have 
to give the nod to the Prospectors, so 
far. I was always able to find the course, 
but quite often especially if I had to get 
off the trail to pass someone, I was 
uncertain for long minutes. Anytime 
you can follow a trail across the desert 
in the middle of the night in heavy dust, 
that trail is damn well marked, but the 
Prospectors have me spoiled. 

So far there have been three runs this 
year where either lights or street-legal 
equipment were required. The entries 
have been higher in each successive 
event. The Checkpoints had 
approximately 420 riders. 

Talking to the guys after the run, it’s 
apparent that they really liked the event 
and that many of them are developing a 
fondness for night enduros. So far we've 
been very lucky in that the clubs who’ve 
elected to throw night events have been 
very responsible. Nobody’s thrown a 
real bummer so far. I, for one, sure 
hope it stays that way. Lots of riders 
seem to be developing a tradition riding 
the night event and then driving 
somewhere to ride the next day. Talk 
about a lost weekend. It takes about a 
month to recover from two of these 
back-to-back no-sleep-between events, 
but it’s the coming thing. 

Winners, of course, won’t be known 
for a week or two or three, but I have it 
on good authority that Roy Sheridan 
zero’d not just a check but the entire 
run! Roy was riding with Bob Nichelsen 
who didn’t do quite as well and Dave 
Evans who did lousy. (He got just a bit 
lost...) 

The Checkpoints were going to try 
out a couple of the District’s proposed 
new rules, specifically, Drawing “A” 
riders numbers first and not letting “A” 
and “B” riders go on the same minute. 
But since it was not announced on the 
posters, they decided not to try the new 
rules this time. But look for it on an 
enduro in the near future... ae

Writin’ Around

FREEPORT, The Bahamas — It’s raining 
in Paradise (Maugham said there’d be 
days like this). Lightning knocked the 
power out as the Harley-Davidson 
Dealer Convention and new model 
preview got under way. Nearly 
everything that could happen, has, and 
the management of the only American 
motorcycle manufacturer carries coolly 
on, as you know that they will, in the 
face of everything. They have weathered 
worse storms than this. 

Once there were as many companies 
making motorcycles in the U.S. as there 
are in the world today. Only 
Harley-Davidson survives.and now, at 66 
years of age, the company flourishes. Its 
dealer group is not only “second to 
none,” as the Milwaukee management 
likes to say, but probably better than 
any in motorcycling. Second and third 
generation dealers named Harley D. 
Smith or Harley Jones point up a love 
and loyalty that can’t be found 
anywhere else. When H-D Motor Co. 
went through a nasty proxy fight 
recently, it was the dealers who voted 
their stock with the management and 
probably determined the happy 
outcome. 

When I first got the motorcycle fever, 
Harley-Davidson was a comic subject in 
the Triumph-Matchless shop where I 


spent an inordinate amount of time 
picking up the motorcycle lore. The 
clumpy sidevalve implements, 
bejewelled with accessories that bore 
the hyphenated trademark and their 
rodeo parade burdens seemed incredible 
to those of us who saw motorcycling as 
a relief from inessential things. 
Harley-Davidson took a lot of ribbing 
from the press over the years and it says 
well for their strength and confidence 
that they never let it upset them. Now, 
‘like nostalgia, they are back in fashion 


with, every en . enthusiast, 





Underneath those fat confections was a 
lean motorcycle trying to get out. 

There was a time long, long ago, 
when H—D’s ad department claimed 
that the company was not interested in 
racing. They were only kidding, of 
course, just like the other motor 
companies that talk that way today. 
Wait till you see the new alloy XR racer 
— it has got to be the most beautiful 
engine ever designed. Imagine two Gold 
Stars making a V and hold that thought 
in your mind until we can show you 
pictures of the real thing in a couple of 
weeks. 

The two Davison brothers, John and 
“Willie G.”’, contemporaries of ours, 
hold the fortunes of the motorcycle 
that bears their name. John is barbered, 
tailored and seems the model of the 
conservative businessman. William is the 
mod one, mustachioed, bell-bottomed, 
artistic. Willie G. designs the bikes and 
John sells them. Back when I owned a 
customized Triumph Thunderbird, John 
and Bill had matching choppers. Bill still 
would look all right on a new XLCH 
while John seems more the full dress 
FLH type. Together they unify both 
ends of the Harley-Davidson spectrum, 
which has come to include golf cars and 
snowmobiles. 

Harley-Davidson is flourishing these 
days and owns a universal respect 
among American enthusiasts. Their new 
affiliation with American Metal 
Founders (AMF) has made money 
available for more manufacturing 
facilities — perhaps even enough to 
supply the unprecedented demand for 
74’s and sportsters. And, it’s a good 
thing too, for the new disc braked 74 
and the 1000cc Sportster for 1972 are 
going to turn ona lot.of customers who 
have thought they could do without a 
Harley-Davidson up until now. One only 
hopes that BSA-Triumph weathers its

We met up with his close friend, Mert 
Lawwill. Mert was more than happy to 
back up what Mann was saying. 

“Yeah, those newspaper guys think 
up some good ones, don’t they?” 

We both had plenty of things to take 
care of that day but we bumped into 
each other on several occasions to 
exchange words. Still, not much of an 
interview was taking place. 

Ir finally started raining just before 
practice and so Bugs, Cal, and Mert 
hopped into the back of the large 
Harley factory van to sip coffee and, for 
sport, watch the mechanics try to plug 
in the oil heaters without electrocuting 
themselves. 

All three riders felt good, despite the 
foul weather. Laughter came easy and 
lots of old stories were exchanged. Mert 
left for a moment and then came back, 
saying “I haven’t got any oil pressure 
and they can’t find out why.” 

Mann boomed, “Well, tell them not 
to be so cheap. Tell them to put a new 
oil pressure in!” 

That broke everyone up. 

Mann’s gag was ironic, for he is the 
compleat racer. As Lawwill says, “He’s 


the true professional. He can do 
everything: road race, flat track, 
motocross. He’s probably the best 


cowtrailer in the world. He’s a human 
calculator, the most scientific of the 
bunch.” 

The rest of the Western Nationals 
were dirt tracks and Mann works on 
oes machines. He never leaves his 


Rickmond home until the last minute 
and he leaves for home as soon as the 
race is over. If he isn’t driving or racing, 
he was tuning. However, Jim Dour was 
tuning the road racer and Mann was free 
of responsibility that evening. 

I tried to corner him for dinner that 
night but the best promise I could get 
was a “maybe”. I left my hotel room 
number and crossed my fingers, 
expecting to spend the rest of the 
evening playing pinball, He called. 

The hotel’s restaurant was crowded 
so they hustled you into the bar while 
you waited. Bugs introduced me to 
several old friends. Beer, the 
motorcyclist’s staff of life, was served 
but Bugs drank none. “I don’t really 
enjoy drinking and partying as much as 
most of the fellows. Besides, I have a 
race tomorrow.” 


As Mann and I wormed our way to | 


our table in the restaruant, I could hear 


are uptight and don’t know why. 
Neither do I, but I don’t ask why. I just 
enjoy it. It takes a long time to get the 
frustration out of racing. I haven’t been 
frustrated in the last five or six years.” 

‘Do you think most of the young 
racers are frustrated?”

He 
didn’t like the idea of discussing how 
much money he makes and. was 
particularly quiet about how much 
money he made in 1970 when he won 
Daytona for Honda. 

“It wouldn’t prove anything I told 
you and it’s quite hard to say how the 
whole thing came about without 
stepping on any toes. It was actually a“ 
part of a verbal commitment from a 
long time ago, before I went with BSA. 
They-weren’t upset, so it worked out all 
right.” 

In his wins at Daytona in the past 
two years, several writers claimed that 
Mann “rode with his head”, that is, he 
was able to anticipate trouble from the 
leaders and would nurse his machine 
and still gain the lead. Mann isn’t ready 
to accept that but admits he still goes 
easy on his machinery. “I guess that’s 
left over from the days when I used to 
buy my own parts.” 

“Competitively, 
think you are?” 

“Twenty-four or twenty-five. It’s not 
bad being 38 at all. I’ve got to work at it 
alot harder to do the same things, 
though. 

“Like everyone else, I have problems. 
But I keep my personal problems from 
Monday to Friday, racing problems 
Saturday and Sunday.”

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‘Little General’ Wins 
Battle at Santa Fe

CHICAGO, ILL., Aug. 13, 1971 — The 
“Little General” likes Friday the 13ths; 
he showed that tonight at the Santa Fe 
Short Track National championship. 

They fall him the “Little General” 
for an obvious reason. It is not because 
he rides around the track with his hand 
tucked under his racing leathers’ vest — 
Napoleon sytle. It’s because of his 
name, Robert E. Lee, and you know the 
gallant charges he made. 

Tonight, the “little General” made 
his own gallant charge as a first-year 
Expert. He charged right into the lead at 
the start of the 25-lap National and kept 
charging all the way through to the 
checkered. He did it so well that the real 
General must be resting very peacefully 
and proud. 

Barry Briggs, whose hopes for a 
World Speedway Championship were all 
but dashed several weeks ago in 
England, hopped the Atlantic and made 
the National a prime target. He made 
the 25-lap feature and gave Lee the 


early scare. 

With R.E.L. methodically 
maneuvering his way about the track, 
Briggs was awing the capacity, 


standing-room-only crowd with 
high-sliding style, riding the outside of 
the hard, black groove holding second 
for the first six laps. 

Then, another first-year Expert, Rex 
Beauchamp (H-D) got under Briggs on 
lap eight and started for Lee, who was 
well away by this time. There was just 
no catching him, though, as Lee 
continued to stretch his lead. 

Neil Keen (Yam), that Mid-western 
rider who knows how to psych riders 
out and work up to win, was running 
sixth at the start before working up to 
third at the midway point. Keen had set 
fastest qualifying time at 16.11 and 
appeared to be the odds-on favorite to 
win the National after he won his heat 
with the fastest time and followed up 
with his semi win. 

But, ‘way out in front was R.E.L. 
still, and he had other ideas, so Keen 
had to settle for third after a real battle 
with Beauchamp and Jim Rice (BSA). 

Of the four main contenders for the 
National Points Championship, only 
Rice made it to the Main to collect 
more points —'61, in fact, for his fourth 
and that moves him past Dick Mann. 
Rice now trails leader Gene Romero by 
aslim 23 with his current 657 total. 

Two other riders currently in the top 
Ten also managed to cop some points 
tonight. Finished with his brief 15-day 
suspension, Dave Aldana (BSA) guided 
his mount to a sixth-place finish to 
retain sixth in the standings, edging 
closer to Mark Brelsford. Keeping pace 
with the other member of ‘‘Team 
Mexican” was Dave Sehl (H-D) who 


finished 10th to get a stronger hold on: 


seventh in the points race. 


Chuck Palmgren (Yam) grabbed fifth 
place honors and cash and added his 
points to his previous total and found 
he was 11th on thelist, just a few shy of 
Australian Kel Carruthers, who has his 
chance at some more National Points at 
the next two Nationals: road races at 
Pocono and Talladega. 

Lee’s win brought him tons of money 
as he snagged all the lap cash, the top 
share of the $9000 purse, and 
contingency from Carlisle Tires and 
Cycle News. It was just one of those 
lucky nights for the Texan from Fort 
Worth. 

Now that Gary Scott has dropped off 
the Junior Circuit to stick around home 
in Southern California, Kenny Roberts 
(Yam) has found the going much easier. 

Tonight, he just ran away from his 
second heat foes to keep pace with the 
first heat winner Berry Gerald. 

In the Junior Main, several riders had 
balancing problems and the race had to 
be restarted — several times. 

Roberts shot off the line in the first 
but Keith Ulicki and Ralph Duncan 
each went down to draw a restart. Both 
were up and ready for it and again it 
was Roberts off the line holding the 
point. But, down went Duncan again on 
the third lap. Ed Salley was unaware of 
Duncan’s plight however, and had to lay 
his machine down to avoid the scattered 
pieces of the fallen Yamaha. Out came 
the red flag. 

Duncan, ok, was not allowed to 
restart and Roberts picked up where he 
left off — taking the point and finishing 
out the remaining six laps to win 
handily. 

The real battle was for second 
between Darryl Hurst (Oss) and Ulicki 
(H-D). Neck-and-neck most of the way, 
Hurst caught the checkers slightly 
ahead. Bill Morgan (Bul) picked up 
fourth.

ELFIN FOREST, CAL., Aug. 15, 1971 
— One of the more important sporting 
events of the world was taking place 


‘here today, but almost nobody knew 


about it. Even some of the competitors 
were unaware. Trials are like that. 
Imagine, if you will, the top champions 
of Southern California including the 
Numbers One and Two, one of 
the top riders of Northern California, 
Lane Leavitt, here to add fuel to an 
increasingly serious rivalry between the 
North and South, and the national 
champion from Spain, the country that 
spawned the modern trials mount, 
Ignacio Bulto, all competing in one 
event! It’s like the all-star game in 
football, only more interesting to 
watch. But for some reason, people 
don’t watch trials. Following Bulto, 
Walker Leavitt and the other champions 
were just a handful of people, mostly 
personal friends. Other amateur trials 
riders rode their own event, oblivious to 
the struggles of titans. 

The Plonkers hosted today’s trials, 


using neat Elfin forest near Escondido 


as abase. Three sets of traps were laid; a 


set of 7 for women and kids, a set of 9 | 


for amateurs and a set of 12 for Experts 
and Masters. The Master/Expert traps 
were primarily set by Fernando Belair, 
an Expert, and they rode four complete 
loops, not finishing until amost dark. 

Among the more interesting traps 
were: A section with two huge logs 
across it. The logs were just about one 
wheelbase-length apart and most of the 
riders were going over the first one and 
finding their front wheel butted solidly 
up against the second while their rear 
was still high up in the air. The 
sensation of the first round was young 
Mark Eggar who managed to get a “1” 
on that section while everyone else 
including Bulto and Leavitt were getting 
“3s or “5’’s. Eventually most of the 
Masters got at least ome clean on the 
section, which is a good indication of 
the determination of those guys. 

The Masters seemed to regard a pair 
of sections (9 and 10) called “Fernando’s 
Staircase” as the most difficult. These 
were in a rocky ravine which went 
relentlously uphill for about an 1/8th of 
a mile and terminated in a near vertical, 
sandy off-camber “U” turn. I don’t 
think anyone cleaned both sections but 
please don’t write any nasty letters if 
I’m wrong. 

One section looked fairly simple but 
contained a monstrous slippery boulder 
that threw everyone off-line for a 
proper exit. Many of the Masters elected 
to take a “3” on this section and paddle 
through, rather than risk the seemingly 
certain “5”. This is often the smart 
decision but it is paradoxically not the 
decision of champions, who must try to 
“clean” every section where there is 
even a remote chance and set the 
standard continually higher. Ignacio 
Bulto, a champion, tried to clean it and 
fell, hurting his leg slightly. 

There seems to be a tendency 
developing for trials to become 
somewhat faster and two sections 
relected this tendency. One section was 
a hill with a steep finish through a pair 
of rocks. The approach to this section 
was a very steep downhill. The idea was 
to accelerate downhill, get into 3rd or 
4th so that you’d get to the top with 
enough steam to negotiate the rocks 
under control. This section actually 
looked worse than it was. The other 
section was also a hillclimb that was 
probably 1⁄4 of a mile long and a mixture 
of broken rock and very loose soil. 
Belair said he put the end of this section 
as far up the hill as he thought any of 
the experts could get. He misjudged: 
most of the Masters not only cleaned 
the section but continued up the hill 
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The Trials was tough enough to satisfy anyone: Ignacio Bulto is one moment away from 
disaster.

another 100 yards or so. 

Not all the sections were outstanding. 
A couple were downright banal. One 
section had as its only saving grace the 


fact that there was mud in it. Under the 


mud was a hard surface, while both 
entry and exit were easy. There was also 
a water section which did nothing 
except demonstrate that the bike was 
waterproof. But overall, the course was 
extremely tough and demanding, an 
estimate more than substantiated by the 
high scores of the Masters. The 
competition for first. place was 
extremely tight. One would have 
expected the Spanish Champion to walk 
away with the honors quite easily, but it 
didn’t happen. Bulto has been riding 
motocross for the past nine months and 
motocross riding is not considered the 
best possible preparation for trials 
riding. For awhile it looked as though 
he might finish down the list quite a 
ways. But as the day got later and riders 
tired, Bulto came through. He won by 
one point. Coming in second was the 
P.LT.S. rider from the North, Lane 
Leavitt. Their scores for 48 difficult 
traps: 52 and 53. 

Next, 12 points behind the winner, 
was Rich Bledsloe with 64. Putting in an 
outstanding ride was Vic Conaway who 
finished in 4th place, besting Kevin 
Walker, Mark Eggars, Jeff Koski and 
Bob Nichelsen. In case you didn’t 
notice, that’s quite a bunch of top 
trialing talent that finished out of the 
money. 

In the Expert class, Fernando Belair 
won with 118 points. Note there is a 65 
point spread between the Masters and 
the Experts. Second was Jim Sheehan 
and third was Dale Ranta. 

Ignacio Bulto, only 19 and already 
close to the top in the trials world, may 
soon retire from trials to devote full 
time to motocross. If he does it will 
represent an incalculable loss to to the 
trialing sport. Senor Bulto has made 
himself extremely well-liked by the 
trialers here by being not only very 
good, but very human as well. He 
worries about traps, he fails occasionally 
and when he succeeds, he looks happy 
about it without looking as though it 
were his birthright. There are many 
champions in motorcycling as in all 
other sports; they are all respected for 
what they can do. Few of them are 
liked however. It takes something 
special to be both a winner and a nice 
person, which Ignacio apprently has. 

Today, Senor Bulto is to be 
welcomed to the City of Los Angeles by 
Jim Conoroy, an assistant to Mayor 
Yorty who is on one of his innumerable 
tax-supported vacations. After that 
honor of dubious value, he will return 
home. Here is a morereal honor: most of 
the trials riders I spoke to hope he will 
come back. 

With the triumph of Northern Master, 
Lane Leavitt over Southern Cal riders, 
the rivalry has heated up somewhat. 
Rumor is that there will soon be a 
North-South Match or maybe even a 
series. Look for it. And you might plan 
to ride the Ute cup in Colorado on 
September 5-6. Its supposed to be great. 
Entries close on Aug. 19th.

In this regard March feels that the 
National _ Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration directive has made real 
forward progress toward a solution in 
that it places the mini-bike in proper 
perspective.

Vacca Returns to MX Scene

OXNARD, CAL., Aug. 8, 1971 — 
Tough motocrossers around the area 
have yet another foe to contend with — 
not a new one, however. 

Bob Vacca, whose last major win 
came at the Dirt Diggers All-States 
Scrambles at San Clemente, Calif., in 
June, 1970, showed up today for the 
District 37 Points race sponsored by the 
Simi Valley M.C. and displayed much of 
the prowess of his old self after being 
out of competition for more than 
half-a-year with an injury.

Steeber was rolling along bunched in 
the middle of the pack during the first 
moto in the early laps, but then began 
picking off riders at the rate of about 
three per lap as the moto progressed. On 
lap seven, he had eased his way up to 
third behind Dick Frampton (second) 
and the leader from the start, Dan 
Sanchez (KDW). On the white flag lap, 
he moved into second and closed to 
within 25 yards at the checkered.

characters in the lead but it was a 
coming-from-the-middle story again for 
Steeber until a spill on lap four dropped 
him from his competitive fourth place. 
This time Jim Cook took the win with 
Sanchez moving passed early leader 
Greg Oesch to take second and first 
overall. 

Don Bevins (Yam) got the drive off 
the line and scurried to the lead of the 
250 Jr/Ex. pack and stayed there all the 
way in the first moto. Maico’s Joe 
Veillon moved into second just after the 
start and remained runner-up the rest of 
the race. 

In the next, Bevins again picked the 
point as his preferred position in the 
race, but Tony Rodgers (Mai), fourth in 
the first race, had other ideas and the 
pair put on the best race of the day. 

Rodgers got the lead on lap four but 
couldn’t pull away and Bevins regained 
it a lap later. The two continued to wow 
the crowd and Rodgers got an opening 
on lap six and again shot into the lead, 
holding it for two laps until the flag, 
good for second overall. Bevins won 
overall. 

The 500 Jr/Ex. was a La Habra 
Yamaha affair as Cott Smith and Larry 
Bird packed up after the day’s races 
with a first and second overall; Smith 
won both motos. 

Silencers, required at all district 
events, added a new realm to 
race-watching. During practice, persons 
more than 100 yards from the track 
couldn’t really hear the machines, 
making for a very pleasant day with 
music throughout the pits.

The 
record runs will take place on Utah’s 
Bonneville Salt Flats. 

The current record is 
Harley-Davidson, set last 
265.492 miles per hour. 

Honda’s record attempt motorcycle 
will be powered by two Honda 750ce 
four-cylinder overhead camshaft 
engines, each capable of producing 
upwards of 140 bhp. Both are standard 
750cc engines as found on Honda’s 
CB-750/4 sport model, but especially 
prepared for this land speed effort. 

Development of the special Honda 
motorcycle is being conducted in 
Gardena under the direction of Jiro 
Akiyama, national director of service

for American Honda, and Robert 
Young, national service manager. 
Overall director of the project for 


American Honda is Taiichi Sakama. 

Construction of the motorcycle itself 
is taking place at Reaction Dynamics, 
Inc.,`a body builder headquartered in

Commenting on the attempt, Sakama 
said, “Honda has continually led the 
world’s motorcycle makers in speed and 
performance competition, so it seems 
only natural that Honda should make a 
run at the Land Speed Record, as well. 
We have tested the Honda engines 
extensively already, and are confident 
that the ‘Honda Hawk,’ as we have 
named our LSR machine, can bring us 
the record.” 

No date has been set by American 
Honda as yet, but this, as well as the 
selection of the rider, will be announced 
in the near future.

An official of 
Badger stated that the remaining race 
dates this year will be run but future 
plans for Badger are not certain at this 
time. 

His untimely death could have a great 
impact on many states as to the future 
of professional racing in the upper 
midwest area. Oddly enough, the 
Fairmont track was one of his most 
successful, drawing over 6,000 paid 
people to the annual Thursday night 
Fair date races in the town of only 
10,000 people located in southern 
Minnesota, just a few miles from the 
Iowa border. 

John Miller was a true pioneer -in 
modern day, racing and had the respect 
of all who knew him, both on and off 
the racetrack.

Suzukis. 

In a 100cc class dominated, forever it 
seems, by Hondas and Hodakas, Ronnie 
Shoecraft won it on a Hodaka over 
Honda rider Lawrence Aadams and 
Hodaka-mounted Jerry Hubbard. 

Exciting news in the road race was 
that Carabela had sent a factory team 
up from Mexico City with three bikes, 
two of which, a 125 anda 200, were to 
be ridden by Jaime Glenn, the factory’s 
top rider. Jaime said that he felt that, 
despite the difference in displacement, 
the 125 was the quicker machine, and 
he had the chance to prove it. 

Jaime’s clutch was zero in the 125cc 
heat, and he spent the six laps with Ed 
Green (Suz) and Jim Weise (Yam) as the 
three of them scratched furiously 
among themselves while Johnny 
Bryant’s two Yamaha exhaust pipes 
shrank to pinholes in the distance. 

Off the 125 after taking second and 
onto the 200 for the 200cc heat, Jaime 
promptly stuck the big Carabela under 
the guard rail at the “U” turn on the 
first lap.

Bob thought Mike had rammed him 
from behind while they were braking 
for the turn, and he later pointed out 
the dent left in the alloy rim of his rear 
wheel. Not the case, however. Mike had 
gone down hard. in front of Bennie 


Campbell and the Norton had 
cartwheeled into the back of Bob’s 
Harley. 


Bob Thomas was not to last the race, 
either. Oil on his rear tire had cost him a 
high speed spill in Monterrey last spring, 
and when he detected a recurrence he 
pitted the bike. This let J.C. Klusemeyer 
come up to win on the same Norton 
that Jon Minonno had ridden in the 
heat (AMA rules tend to liquify. under 
the Texas sun).

Klusemeyer hard and still mugging for 
the photographers while cranked over at 
70 miles per hour. 

People asked David Watkins what he 
had done to his bike between races. 
During the 250 heat, while Yamaha 
teammate Odem finished an easy first, 
Dave languished among the 
back-markers, but the Final saw him 
scrapping with Klusemeyer (Yam), Bill 
Vickery (Yam), Jet Tharp (Yam) and 
Jerry. Brust (Duc) and eventually 
beating them to finish second behind 
Mike. No secret, explained Dave, there 
was only one trophy in the heat. 

Drag races were also held today, and 
top bike eliminator was John Kittleson 
on a 750 Honda at a time of 12.10 
seconds over runner-up Marion Owens 
on a Harley. Lee Wood was unable to 
qualify his Harley fueler because it 
twice dumped him at the line without 
his getting under way even once. 

After obtaining special permission to 
make a timed run after qualifications 
had closed, Lee once again attempted to 
ease the beast out of the chute. At the 
touch of the throttle the engine 
coughed out about 2000 foot-pounds of 
energy in one burp, and thrashed about 
on the pavement still short of the 
Christmas tree, shearing off its 
carburetor in the process and nearly 
maulingits rider. Does anyone else want 
to see that thing run?

EUREKA, UTAH, Aug. 1, 1971 — No 
Virginia, those aren’t big, brightly 
colored jackrabbits bounding through 
the sagebrush. Those are motocrossers 
at the first Firebirds M.C. motocross. 

Actually there are no sagebrush on 
the course. The Firebirds cut a good 
course through the sage just outside 
Eureka — nothing impossible, but 
relatively fast and very difficult to ride 
well. The waist-high sage around most 
of the course prevented course-cutting, 
and the sight of riders alternately 
bounding above the sage and then 
disappearing was definitely different. 


A good turnout of riders, many of 
whom traveled over 100 miles to attend, 
ensured a good day of racing. The 100 
class was handicapped the first two 
motos by the efforts of the three (count 
‘em!) water trucks. Some of the dusty 
corners turned to grease, a situation 
which may found upsetting. LaMar 
Walker (Hod) kept his head (and his 
traction) the best, to take the win over 
Bruce Steadman and Tom Bacca. 


The 125 Expert class was just the 
opposite.
